BREEDING PUCES 


NEW CITY SANITARY INSPECTOR 


TO SEE THAT PROVISIONS OP 


HEALTH ORDINANCE ARE COM- 


PLIED WITH. 


Dr. M. E. Heck, assistant state 


health officer, who has been here far 
several weeks in charge of the sur- 
vey for locating the breeding place* 
of mosquitoes with the idea of doiac 
away with these breeding places a* 
far as possible, left Saturday for St. 
Augustine. He will return here later 
to assist in the work of exterminating; 
the mosquitoes as much as possible. 


In his work here Dr. Heck waa 


handicapped to a large extent by tbe> 
fact that there has been no rain foe 
so long many of the places where mos- 
quitoes might breed were not in eri- 
dence during his investigation. With 
Ills assistants he made careful in- 
spection of the territory from Nort- 


j man's grove on the north to Oak Hfll 
on the south, going over tho city 
twice. 


So far as the assistant state healak 


officer was able to learn there are •» 
breeding places for the marsh mos- 
quitoes within the city limits, but one 
small place was found on what !• 
known as Mill island. AH probabls) 
breeding 
places 
within 
tho 
citf 


limits have been marked in red ink 
on a specially prepared map, which . 
has been placed in the office of City 
Clerk P. A. Newell and every person 
who desires to learn the location of 
these places may do so by examining 
this map. 
Owners of 
property om 


which these places are located have 
been Informed and asked to do away 
with the possibility of having mos- • 
quitoes breed there. The city sani- 
tary inspector will-keep clo«e watch, 
of all these places and as soon a*> 
such breeding places have been elimi- 
nated these red marks will be take* 
off the map in the office of the cttr 
clerk. In this war it will be known 
when all breeding places hare beem , 
eliminated. 


Now up to Residents. 


Posters telling how the people mar 


help in doing away with the mos- 
quitoes have been left on the premises 
where possible breeding places exist 
and the burden 
of keeping up UM> 


work now rests entirely with the resi- 
dents of the city. 


To the south there are a number 


of open swamps in tho vicinity at 
Hawks Park and the people of that 
town have agreed to take immediate 
steps to drain the swamps along th» 
river front to help do away with tm» 
breeding places ot the marsh mos- 
quitoes. 


Still further to the south there an 


no extensive breeding places until thai 
vicinity of Oak Hill is reached, when> 
the large 
swamps and the India* 


river prairie furnish more opportunity 
for marsh breeding places than can •*> 
easily handled by the people in that 
vicinity. The draining of these larger 
areas will probably require assistance 
from the state and a movement shouM 
be started to have this work under- 
taken under the direction of the state 
board of health. 


New Sanitary Inspector. 


Josh Blount has been appointed 


city sanitary inspector by the citf 
ouncil and will devote the greater 
part of his time to following up these 
preliminary steps to exterminate the 
mosquitoes and to seeing that the pro- 
visions of the city health ordinance 
are complied with. One of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance to which 
he new sanitary inspector will devote 
his attention ia that requiring that 
all stables be provided with tight, 
screened manure bins, a model oC 
which has been made and is now la 
the bands of the 
Inspector.

Another reason for the decision to 


ry the 374 feet level Is because it 
s feared the flow from the 285 feet 
ivel at the present time is not suf- 
cient to supply the city system. It 


estimated the flow amounts to 


bout 80 gallons per minute.

Dr. Heck Tells of Work. 


In commenting on his work here. 


Dr. Heck said: 


"As the 
matter now 
stands we 


have located most of the mosquito 
breeding places in 
New 
Smyrna. 


However, 
owing 
to 
tho 
extreme 


drough, we must have missed many 
places whore mosquitoes breed dur- 
ing rainy weather, and it will remain 
for the regular sanitary officer to dis- 
cover these places after rains, and 
have the low places filled up or drain- 
ed, or where this is not practicable, 


£ those places 
should be oiled .with 


crude oil or kerosene. By following 
these measures It is possible to rid 
New Smyrna of all fresh water, or 
disease-carrying mosquitoes. 


"As far as the salt marsh breeding 


mosquitoes are concerned, they pre- 
sent a different problem, and they 
will have to be eliminated by state 
or county co-operation, or by both. 
The survey we have just made, while 
superficial, 
is a beginning, and it 


should be followed up by the people 
of New Smyrna, Hawks Park, Oak 
Hill and vicinity. A plan should be 


T worked 
out whereby 
certain state 


funds can be made available, or at 


f least a bill should be presented to 
J the next legislature giving individual 


counties the 
power to use certain 


funds and employ convict labor In 
ditching operations, as they now do 
on the public roads. Not being very 
well versed on matters of 
law. It 


would be well for some of our friends 
in the legal fraternity to devise the 
means whereby this work could be 
financed.

am convinced that Oak Hill 


furnishes a large portion of your mos- 
quitoes, and 
they also breed In 


countless millions on the 
higher 


marshes all the way from Oak Hill 
to Hawks Park, only to'be blown in- 
to New Smyrna on every gentle 
breeze from the south during mos- 
quito breeding time, that is, after 
! more or less heavy rains. A few 
more breed at certain points along 
the peninsula, and on some of the is- 
lands in the river. The elimination 
of these places would all have to be 
handled In the same way, namely, by 
ditching to let in tho tide and thus 
drain these breeding places at low 
tide.

"Everything you can do in the way

There are still too many premises in 
the city with piles of trash, garbage 
and old tin cans in the back yards, 
and the unsanitary surface closets 
lave so long been an institution in 
New Smyrna that the 
people are 


loath to part with them. They fal 
to connect each new case of typhoid 
fever with possible, yes probable, in 
fection, through flies, with some open 
privy.

Report to Health Board. 


The News has received a copy of 


the preliminary report made by Dr. 
Heck to the state board of health on 
his recent work In this city, which 
is as follows: 


Having finished for the time being, 


my work on the mosquito survey at 
New 
Smyrna, and vicinity, 
I left 


there yesterday morning for my head- 
quarters, 
visiting enroute, 
Lake 


Helen, DeLand, and Orange City, and 


E. C. to St. Augustine. \ 


During my stay in New Smyrna I 


had the full co-operation of the city 
authorities 
who furnished me' two 


men to act as 
sanitary patrolmen. 


By their work we secured a list of all 
the householders in the city, and th» 
number of mosquito breeding places 
in town which were marked on a map 
of the city with red ink. As there 
was no rain during my stay there I 
have no doubt we missed many breed- 
ing places of fresh water mosquitoes 
in New Smyrna. However, we did 
the best we could under the circum- 
stances, and I believe if the work is 
continued in New Smyrna there wlll(' 
be a great diminution of fresh water 
mosquitoes in the city. 


I have not written up my report 


on my activities at New Smyrna and 
vicinity, but I shall begin the prepa- 
ration of such a report at once. 


One of the most important things 


accomplished at 
New Smyrna was 


the appointment by the mayor of a 
sanitary officer. It Is to be his duty 
to see that the city sanitary code is 
enforced, and that mosquito breedfnK 
places within the city are oiled after 
each rain. 


I was accorded 
every 
courtesy 


while I was engaged on this detail, 
and I wish to,express especially my 
appreciation of the 
courtesies ex- 


tended me by the city officials of New 
Smyrna, H. L, Rood, editor of tte 
New Smyrna News; Dr. Davis For- 
ster; Messrs. Crawford, Mendel and 
W. S. Hart of Hawks Park; and H. O- 
Putnam of Oak Hill.- My complete 
report will be finished In a few days, 
at which time I shall make further 
recommendations as to the control 
of the mosquito 
situation 
on the

several weeks in charge of the sur- 
vey for locating the breeding place* 
of mosquitoes with the idea of dolac 
away with these breeding places •• 
far as possible, left Saturday for St. 
Augustine. He will return here later 
to assist in the work of exterminating 
the mosquitoes as much as possible. 


In his work here Dr. Heck was 


handicapped to a large extent by tk» 
fact that there has been no rain foe 
so long many of the places where mos- 
quitoes might breed were not in evi- 
dence during his investigation. Wife 
his assistants he made careful in- 
spection of the territory from Nord- 


j man's grove on the north to Oak Hflt 
on the south, going over the city 
twice.

officer was able to learn there are BO 
breeding places for the marsh mos- 
quitoes within the city limits, but on« 
small place was found on what !• 
known as Mill island.

Dr. Heck Tells of Work. 


In commenting on his work here. 


Dr. Heck said: 


"As the 
matter now 
stands we 


have located most of the mosquito 
breeding places in 
New 
Smyrna. 


However, 
owing 
to 
the 
extreme 


drough, we must have missed many 
places where mosquitoes breed dur- 
ing rainy weather, and it will remain 


- - for the regular sanitary officer to dis- 


cover these places after rains, and 
have the low places filled up or drain- 
ed, or where this is not practicable, 
those places 
should be oiled .with 


crude oil or kerosene. By following 
these measures it is possible to rid 
New Smyrna of all fresh water, or 
disease-carrying mosquitoes. 


"As far as the salt marsh breeding 


mosquitoes are concerned, they pre- 
sent a different problem, and they 
will have to be eliminated by state 
or county co-operation, or by both. 
The survey we have just made, while 
superficial, 
is a beginning, and it 


should be followed up by the people 
of New Smyrna, Hawks Park, Oak 
Hill and vicinity. A plan should be 
worked 
out whereby certain state 


funds can be made available, or at 
least a bill should be presented to 
the next legislature giving individual 
counties the 
power to use certain 


funds and employ convict labor in 
ditching operations, as they now do 
on the public roads. Not being very 
well versed on matters of 
law, it 


would be well for some of our friends 
in the legal fraternity to devise the 
means whereby this work could be 
financed. 


"I am convinced that Oak Hill 


furnishes a large portion of your mos- 
quitoes, and 
they also breed In 


countless millions on the 
higher 


marshes all the way from Oak Hill 
to Hawks Park, only to*be blown in- 
to New Smyrna on every gentle 
breeze from the south during mos- 
quito breeding time, that is, after 
more or less heavy rains. A few 
more breed at certain points along 
the peninsula, and on some of the is- 
lands in the river. The elimination 
of these places would all have to be 
handled in the same way, namely, by 
ditching to let in the tide and thus 
drain these breeding places at low 
tide.

Can Eliminate Flies. 


''Much good can' be accomplished 


at New Smyrna, since the city officers 
showed their progressive spirit by 
putting on a 
regular sanitary In 


specter. 
He can look out for the 


mosquito breeding places, and at the 
•amn time-see that tbe other sections 
of your sanitary code are enforced. 
That section which relates to screen- 
ed manure bins for all stable* in the 
city will eliminate all your flies If It 
Is enforced. 


I have Instructed your sanitary 


inspector to see that this provision 
of your health ordinance Is enforced, 
and If any of your stable owners fall 


or refuse to comply, I can still have 
these offenders prosecuted for main- 
aining a famlary nuisance. If 5'our 
ordinance is not 
complied with, I 


mean to see that the state law is en- 
forced. There is no reason why we 
should require that hotels and board- 
jig houses be 
thoroughly screened, 


when, it tiie same amount of money 
was spent in screening the stables 
and manure bins 
would not be 


necessary to screen the hotels at all, 
as there would be practically no flies 
to keep out. 


Civic Pride Lacking. 


"Everything you can do in the way 


of publicity will help greatly in keep- 


returning home over the A. C. L. to 
Jacksonville, and thence by the F.

During my stay in New Smyrna I 


had the full co-operation of the cits- 
authorities 
who furnished me' two 


men to act as 
sanitary patrolmen. 


By their work we secured a list of ail 
the householders in the city, and tha 
number of mosquito breeding places 
in town which were marked on a map 
of the city with red ink. As there 
was no rain during my stay there I 
have no doubt we missed many breed- 
ing places of fresh water mosquitoes 
in New Smyrna. However, we did 
the best we could under the circum- 


ing alive the interest that has al- 
ready been aroused. The people of 
New Smyrna are all right, but they 
lack a certain amount of civic pride. 
There are still too many premises in 
the city with piles of trash, garbage 
and old tin cans in the back yards, 
and the unsanitary surface closets 
have so long been an institution in 
New Smyrna that the 
people are 


loath to part with them. They fail 
to connect each new case of typhoid 
fever with possible, yes probable, in- 
fection, through flies, with some open 
privy. 


"Now 
that a regular sanitary In- 


spector has been appointed, I trust 
he will be permanently employed in 
the good work the city has under- 
taken to accomplish. He should con- 
fer frequently with the city health 
officer, and in this way a great deal 
of good should be accomplished." 


Report to Health Board. 


The News has received a copy of 


the preliminary report made by Dr. 
Heck to the state board of health on 
his recent work In this city, which 
is as follows:

on my activities at New Smyrna and 
vicinity, but I shall begin the prepa- 
ration of such a report at once. 


One of the most important things 


accomplished at 
New Smyrna was 


the appointment by the mayor of a 
sanitary officer. It is to be his duty 
to see that the city sanitary code is 
enforced, and that mosquito breedfng 
places within the city are oiled after 
each rain.

while I was engaged on this detail. 
and I wish to .express especially my 
appreciation of the

tended me by the ctty officials of New

High school students are constant- 


ly reminded that they should choose 
their life work before they enter 'col- 
lege.

from 
one 
profession 
to 


another after they have been in col- 
lege for a while. 
Not many years

fied to take charge of them. 


The United States department of 


agriculture needs men now who are 
capable of carrying on special work 
and 
Investigations. 
More men will 


be needed as 
the work 
expands. 


States are needing men, but cannot 
find them. 
Many land owners want 


men to manage estates, plantations 
and ranches. The demand cannot be 
met. Railroads and other industrial 
and commercial institutions are seek- 
ing men to handle the agricultural in- 
terests of their business. 
Still the 


demand cannot be filled. 


Agriculture is growing faster than 


the supply of men who are capable 
of handling agricultural problems. 
The man who is well trained in prac- 
tical and technical agriculture has no 
trouble in finding employment. Calls 
are coming continually to P. H.

SPRAY FOR FIRST 


BROOD OF WHITEFLY. 


There are two practical methods of 


controlling 
whiteflies, according to 


J. B. Watson, entomologist to the 
University 
of 
Florida experiment 


station. One is by spraying with con- 
tact insecticides and the qther is by 
aiding the spread of parasite funyi. 
The best method is a combination of 
the two. Owing to the dry weather, 
which 
usually 
obtains in 
spring, 


spraying with insecticides is recom- 
mended for tho soring liroo;!. It is 
time to do this 
spraying in 
most 


parts of tlie slate. Spraying is es- 
pecially important this year owing to 
the unusual droutli which lias hin- 
dered the growth of controlling fungi. 


The paraffin oil sprayers are recom- 


mended. Of course unless the num- 
bers of whiteflies in a grove would 
justify the expense of spraying it 
should not be done. Such conditions 
will obtain in some sections, 
but 


spraying will be necessary in most 
groves infested 
with the pests. If 


this spring brood is controlled the 
following broods will not be so hard 
to control. 
Growers should not de- 


pend too much on fungi this year, ow- 


ing to restrictions which the Plant 
Board has placed on shipments of fun. 
gus materials 
from groves. The 


board will endeavor" to 
supply tie 


red fungus at cost to those who order 
early. 
These orders 
will be filled 


when the material is- needed for the 
second brood in the rainy season.

•THE TONKA BEAN. 


From It W. Get th« P«rfum» Known 


as N.w Mown Hay. 


Grass, freshly cut or otherwise, has 


hud nothing to do with the production 
of the perfume labeled "New Mowq 
lla.v." The source of the essence la 
really the tonka bean, found In the 
tropical countries of South America, 
chiefly In the valleys of the Orinoco, 
Caura and Cuchlrero rivers In Vene 
zuela and certain sections of Colom- 
bia and Brazil. 


The tonka bean tree in some .cases 


reaches a height of sixty feet. It has 
pinnate leaves and large panicles ol 
flowers, which are succeeded by a pod 
containing a single seed. The odor, 
which Is remarkably strong, resembles 
that of sweet clover new mown hay 
and Is due to the presence of cumnrln, 
a crysuilllzable, volatile, neutral sub- 
stance which Is soluble In alcohol or 
ether and somewhat so in boiling wa- 
ter, from which It crystallizes on cool- 
Ing. The beans are often frosted with 
crystals of this substance, giving them 
the appearance of being sugar coated. 
The collectors in Venezuela and Colom- 
bia usually set out for the forests in 
February, when the fruit begins to 
ripen. They go up the rivers In canoes 
or skiffs by the hundreds, stopping 
wherever (lie trees are plentiful, and 
when the fruit begins to full the pods 
arc gathered and taken to some open 
space where sunshine is plentiful and 
there carefully crushed and the beans 
extracted and then spread out to dry. 
When thoroughly dried they arc loaded 
Into the boats and transported to Clu- 
dad Bolivar or some other convenient 
port, where they are sold to the ex- 
porting merchants. 
Here they go 


through the process of crystallization 
by being steeped In strong rum or al- 
cohol for about twenty-four hours and 
then again dried. 


They lend their fragrance to blgh 


grade tobacco, fine toilet soaps, to 
"brllllnntlno" and other hair dressing* 
and dyes, to cosmetics, to flavoring ex- 
tracts used In confections and to many 
other things that gratify the sense of 
smell.—Argonaut.

panionway and swarmed In dozens ail 
over tlie 'decks and Into tbe saloons, 
taking possession of tbe ship. No one 
appeared to reseut their behavior, and 
they crowded Into the drawing room, 
lolling about on the settees and chairs. 
Some of them thumped out hymns and 
cakewalks with merciless enthusiasm 
on the piano, while tbe others whistled 
or sang tbe tune in various and diver- 
gent keys.
